Dr. Irwin A. Moon of Moody Bible 
Institute, is the producer of the 
sound-color film “The God of Crea- 
tion” to be shown at 7.45 p.m. 
Sunday, November 23rd, at the M. 
B.C. Church, Didsbury, according 
to advance notice received by Rev. 
D.C. Eby, pastor of the church. 

In the opening section of “The 
God of Creation” the audience 
takes a trip to the stars by means 
of solar photographs taken through 
the giant 100-inch telescope of 
Mount Wilson observatory in south- 
ern California, and views complex 
gyrations of our own solar system. 

Lapse-time photography is utiliz- 
ed to demonstrate the beauties of 
natural science. The illusion of 
flower buds developing into full- 
blown blossoms in a few seconds is 
created through this time-compress- 
ing photo technique. The metamor- 
phosis of a caterpillar through the 
various stages from worm to but- 
terfly, and pollination of flowers 
are seen on the screen in full color. 

Believed to be the first of their 
kind are the natural color pictures 
of photosynthes's, the mysterious 
food-manufacturing process result- 
ing from the action of sunlight on 
green leaves. 

Through photomicrography 
audience peers into the 
scopic world of a drop of water 
and observes the complexity of 
tiny organisms, enlarged more than 
a million times

Plan to Form Rural Electric 


Co-Op. East of Didsbury 


About 80 people attended the 
meeting held Friday in the Moun- 
tain View hall to discuss rural elec- 
trification. Mr. Garnet Tighe was 
chairman and Jim Peters acted as 
secretary. The meeting was address- 
ed by Mr. R.H. Gale of the Calgary 
Power Company and Mr. Hammell 
M.L.A. 

Mr. Gale said the Calgary Power 
Company was no longer extending 
rural electrifigation under the origi- 
nal setup, such as the test area east 
and west of Olds. The reasons were 

| increased cost of labor, materials, 
; and interest on capital borrowed to 
| build the lines had risen from $600 
per mile two years ago to $760 per 
mile now 

The only alternative, Mr. Gale 
declared. was for the farmers to 


| #ssist in cures and to save the lives | 


}of our fellow men. A large nuniber 
/of the registered donors were un- 
able to come to the Clinic and noti- 
fied the registrar, but there were 


quite a number who did not extend 


the courtesy of notifying the regis- 
trar. This condition made it most

In this 
way farmers could contribute one- | 
sixth of the cost of building the 
lines in labor. 

There are two rural electric co- 
ops now operating under this 
scheme and five more were in the 
process of construction, Districts in- 
clude Acme, Springbank, Gladys 
Ridge, Gem, Rosemary and one in 
the Edmonton locality. 

Mr. Gale said that the Acme dis- 
trict had 100 miles of line built by 
the farmers and this served 127) 
farms in that unit. The cost of the | 
| project was 12 cents per foot for | 
the line with an additional cost of 
$250 per farm to bring the current 
into the buildings. This cost was} 
the same whether a man lived half | 
a mile from the road or only a few | 
fect off the main line. He believed | 
lines could be built at present for 
$600 per mile, plus each farmer 
contributing one week's labor. | 

He said the Calgary Power Com- 
pany would undertake the - sur-| 
vey, and after a co-op. was formed. 
they would provide a trained man 
who could supervise four or five 


, crews of farmers when constructing | 


the line. About 16 poles per mile 
would be required and farmers 
could dig about seven holes per 
day. Official time sheets were kept 
of work done by individuals. 

In reply to questions Mr. Gale 
declared there was no shortage of 
current; that they had materials on

additional lines at present; that a 
farmer living twenty miles from 
the main line would receive the 
same power as one living adjacent 
to it; that breaks in the power were 
caused usually by lightning and 
boys shooting at insulators; if .a 
house previously wired for Delco 
had been done properly only fuses 
and entrance would have to be 
changed. 

Mr. Gale also stated that the con- 
tract would supply each farm with 
3 horse power of current. While the 
average consumption of current per 
farm was now only 88 kilowats, 
some farmers at Olds used up to 
1000 kilowats per month. 

A resolution was passed by over 
two-thirds majority of those present 
to go ahead with the formation of 
a rural electrical co-operative on 
the basis of $600 per mile plus a 
farmer contributing a set amount 
of labor to build lines. Mr. Garnet

_Just what constitutes dangerous driving depends| 
mainly upon circumstances and many arrests and convic- | 
tions have been obtained by our police officers on what) 
seems technicalities to motorists, but in reality the reason 
may have been apparent when all phases were considered. 

_ The above instance is more apt to be the case at this 
time of vear when roads, highways and streets are slip- 
pery and ice coated. When highways are slippery the 
motorist may be driving at a moderate speed of 40 miles 
per hour, but a law officer may arrest or warn him to slow 
down. The reason—he is driving at a dangerous speed on 
roads too slippery for safe control of a motor vehicle. 

Winter weather is here and we will probably have 
slippery roads on many occasions during the next five 
months. Motorists are urged to take every precaution to! 
prevent an accident, whether to themselves and motor! 
vehicle, or to some other person and his car or truck, 


PROVINCIAL ELECTIONS 


_ It appears that between now and next year at this. 
time that six provincial elections may take place across | 
Canada and the political pot is already starting to boil in! 
Ottawa, though political observers do not predict a gen- 
eral election in Canada until the four years at least have 
passed since the people swept the present King govern-

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WORLD SHORTAGE 
MIXED FERTILIZERS 


One of the several legacies of the 
war is a world shortage of fertiliz- 
er materials. A phenomenal de- 
mand for commercial fertilizers— 
the largest in world history—has 
arisen at a time when production of 
nitrogen, phosphate, potash and the 
so-called minor elements, is at a 
low ebb in a number of producing 
countries. 

The reasons for the demand are 
many: a growing realization of the 
value of commercial fertilizer in 
many countries; the need in others 
to fertilize soil which deteriorated 
during the war; the reduction of 
live stock in some countries which 
limits the use of barnyard manure; 
and perhaps the most important 
the necessity in the least fortunate 
countries of improving soil fertility 
to increase the production of essen- 
tial foodstuffs beyond a mere sub- 
sistence level. 

The inadequate production has 
arisen from a number of causes, 
most of them associated with the 
war. 

World production of phosphate 
and potash is still below require- 
ments, but these chemicals are more 
nearly in balance with demand, or 
show some prospect of coming into 
balance. However, there is little to 
indicate that total world nitrogen 
production will rise in the immedi- 
ate future, even though production 
in some countries may improve a 
little. On the other hand it appears 
likely that world demand for nit- 
rogen will increase. 


Nitrogen production for 1947-48 
is estimated to be a little greater 
than pre-war, but total world re- 
quirements are likely to be 28 per 
cent higher than pre-war consump- 
tion. The deficit in 1947-48 is put at 
992,000 tons, the equivalent of more 
than half a million tons of sulphate 
of ammonia. In pre-war years 12 
countries exported nitrogen, but at 
present this number is reduced to 
five net exporters: Chile, Canada, 
the United Kingdom, Norway and 
Belgium. Although 21 countries 
have some natural production of 
nitrogen, it is these five exporting 
countries that have to supply the 
needs, or supplement the domestic 
production, and in addition to a 
threefold increase in consumption, 
has increased from 32,000 tons an- 
nually in the three years before the 
war, to 150,000 tons in 1946-47. The 
United States and the United King- 
dom have increased production, but 
consumption has increased greatly 
in both countries, as it has in Can- 
ada. 

At present the available nitrogen 
for fertilizers is being allocated 
among countries by the Interna- 
tional Emergency Food Council 
and every ton now in the world 
pool for 1947-48 has been allocated. 
Naturally the allocations, because 
of the overall world shortage, fall 
short of each country's stated  re- 
quirements. Distribution of fertiliz- 
ers is one of the many vital pro- 
blems facing the Food and Agricul- 
tural Organizations of the United 
Nations, for adequate world food 
supplies depend in large measure 
upon their availability in sufficient 
quantity.

WEDNESDAY, NOV. 18, 1847 
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EXPERTS FORECAST FALL 
IN CATTLE PRODUCTION 


Livestock production will fall off 
badly next year with a resultant in- 
crease in meat prices according to 
Dominion government agricultural 
experts. 

This dismal forecast is based on 
the shortage and high prices of 
feed grains. Feed grain prices to- 
day are from 80 to 100 per cent 
higher than one month ago when 
ceiling prices and subsidies were in 
effect. There is but infinitesimal 
hope that subsidies or ceilings will 
be returned. 

The unavailability of coarse feed 
grains is causing as much difficulty 
to livestock producers as is the in- 
creased cost. While some grain has 
been shipped to eastern Canada not 
all of it is being placed on the mar- 
ket. Charges and counter-charges 
are being tossed about. Producers 
claim that the farmers are holding 
the grain for higher prices. Farm- 
ers, who were bitterly opposed to 
the removal of subsidies, claim that 
the price offered for grain is too 
low. 

H.H. Hannam, president of the

In the 
long run one thing is certain, the 
consumer will soon be paying a 
higher price for meat and the cost 
of living will continue its upward 
spiral.

CANADA EXPORTS 
SEED POTATOES TO 
SOUTH AMERICA 


Over a recent four-week period, 
more than 485,159 crates of Can- 
adian seed potatoes were shipped 
to Argentina and Uruguay. These 
shipments indicate the importance 
of seed potatoes in Canada’s export 
trade, a position achieved through 
scientific agricultural research and 
vigilant government inspection ser- 
vices. 

Of this total, Uruguay purchased 
about 120,000 crates, specifying the 
Katahdin variety, with not less 
than 20 per cent in the small size 
grade. The soil of Uruguay is hot 
and dry, and growers demand the 
small-size tubers for planting. The 
Katahdin variety has given excel- 
lent results in that country and con- 
tinues to be in great demand. If, 
however, the Katahdin or another 
suitable variety should become 
available from some other source 
in the small-size grade, the Cana- 
dian market in Uruguay would be 
determined by the quantity of the 
small-size grade which Canada 
could provide. It is therefore im- 
portant that growers and exporters

this type if Canada is to maintain 
its present dominant position § in 
this market.
